Picks and Pans of 1996 
ohmigosh; yes, it's what you feared most... 
the results of the 1996 A*C*E Pirate Poll 

Input was quite good this year; we set a new record for the number of ballots received! As 
usual only a small handful cast any so-called "negative" ballots, but there was strong enough 
sentiment to establish a trend against personal attack stations. 

By way of illustration, the station you used to love to hate was. Voice of Tomorrow - 
overwhelmingly and repeatedly. Yet when (perhaps unfairly) lumped together, the various 
Alan Masyga pirates collected many more negative votes than Vo2morrow ever did, and they 
didn't even take the "bottom" honors. More on that later - wouldn't want to spoil the surprise. 

More surprising, overall, were the stations that should have shown up prominently, but didnt; 
stations like K2000 and Radio Eurogeek for great programming, and Vox America and WJDI 
for technical excellence. But enough prattle, let me open the envelope... 

In the Programming category, the #1 rated station is overwhelmingly Radio Free Speech 
("consistently funny & topical") #2 is Radio Azteca for the second straight year ("a blast!"). 
Coming in a solid #3 is Radio KAOS ("always fun to listen to") The recently late NAPRS ("did 
an excellent job") showed up in 4th place, with Radio Garbanzo ("crude but funny") and 
Mystery Radio ("cool and creative mixes") tied for 5th. 

On the least-liked side, a resounding #-1 went to WARR ("can you spell b-o-r-i-n-g?") while 
#-2 was awarded to the Fake Alan Masyga Project, and #-3 was a tie between KAMP and 
the Fake Radio USA. 

In the Technical category, the Best station was again Radio Free Speech far and away 
("clean, well modulated audio"). 2nd place went to WREC ("good sigs, good sound for SSB"), 
and 3rd place to Vox America ("best signal I've ever heard on shortwave!"). 

On the flip-side, least-liked was WGLR ("poor production standards"), and -2nd place was a 
tie among Free Hope Experience ("cant get the audio adjusted"), KAMP ("can you spell m-u- 
m-b-l-e?"), and WARR. 

I think you can see where this is heading, can't you? 

Overall, the Best Pirate Station of 1996 was, hands down: Radio Free Speech 2nd Best was 
Radio Azteca. 3rd Best was WREC. Honorable mention goes to Radio KAOS. 

And the Station You Loved to Hate in 1996 was: WARR ("consistently poor audio"), with 
KAMP In -2nd place. Fake Alan Masyga Project, Fak e Radio USA, and FHX ("audio 
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problems") tied for -3rd place. However, if one were to lump the Fake Alan Masyga and 
KAMP votes together, they would tie WARR for -1st place..! Tells you something, yes? 



There were a few "generic" votes against the use of sideband for music programming; as one 
person said, "it's great for talk radio or voice communications, but it sucks for music " And 
there were a few more creative categories suggested, such as: slowest verifier (WEED) [not 
so! Alliance for Free Radio had 'em beat by a mile, and now WNOT has set a new record, 
jta], best holiday station (Pirate Radio Boston), and Pirate Radio Man of the Year (Bill O 
Rights). 

There was also a suggestion for another Poll from the Operators' point of view, with 
categories like: most obnoxious reporter, worst handwriting [that one's easyl jta], most 
demented listener, most technical reporter, and "best listJogger"... Hmmmm, I think I'll pass 
on that suggestion for now. 

The big losers get to ride all day on the NY City Subway, without a pit stop. The big winners 
may call at 1919 M Street NW in Washington, DC, to collect their prizes. [Captain Squirtlong 
did so and sez the FCC didn't know what he was talking about. He felt cheated! jta] 

And thanks to every one of you for participating in the 1996 Pirate Poll; we'll do it again next

and now another in the continuing Studio Series. This month we welcome Bill O. Rights back 
with some ideas on how you go from a concept to a finished product- 



How do you get an idea transformed into a radio program? It does, after all, start with an 
idea: You visualize, in your mind, what you want to hear come out of the radio speaker to the 
listener on the other end. You don't need expensive equipment to make a great sounding 
radio program; you DO need an active imagination and a determination to make it sound 
good. 

My first step is to write any ideas down on paper. After they are on paper, you can then 
determine what resources you need to make that idea a reality The best place to start is to 
build your own music and sound effects library, or atnleast have access to one. By having 
many audio resources available you can get those ideas going immediately. Here at Radio 
Free Speech we do a lot of parody songs, so we are always on the look out for the rythmn 
tracks to older popular songs so that we can put our own words to the music. The point 
being, they are readily available for us to listen to so we can put the idea onto tape as soon as 
we get the idea. 

A good producer of radio programs is a veritable audio pack rat If you see or hear anything 
that would make for a good radio program or bit, grab it and save it! That includes sound 
effects, music beds, old commercials and noises, as well as reverbs, phase shifters, ect. 
Having a many resources available makes it easier to take those ideas and transform them 
into a reality. 

We usually try to do a theme type of program at Radio Free Speech: Elections, the 

4th of July, Memorial Day, Halloween, Thanksgiving and other programs centered a single 
focal theme. The parody songs will follow the theme of the program and at least the first 
commercial in each break will focus on the theme. We'll sit down and write out the nuts and 
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bolts, like what we'reDgoing to say in the opening theme, then what our first funny 
commercial is going to be, the first song, and our first break to offer QSL's and bumper 
stickers to listeners. When we sit down to actually record the program, all the songs, 
commercials, and sound effects are lined up in order of use and ready to go. 

By having some kind of script or format outline, you can organize your music and 
commercials and have a tight, well produced show. Since I'm bad on remembering 
addresses, the maildrop addresses are always written down to remind me to ask for the 3- 
first class stamps too. Having a script or guideline allows you to improvisize around the 
theme. If you don't know where you're going, any road will get you there, but how will you 
know you've arrived? 

We try to do a "Mailbag" segment at least every other show we produce, so that involves 
going through the letters, choosing what parts of which letters we'll read and getting them 
ready for use on the air. I just grab the latest batch of letters and try to read something from 
each letter we get for the mailbag segment, so no one is left out. 

Lately, we've come across a resource of sound effects and old film clips that are too good to 
be left sitting. After our traditional sign off with your "Alternative Star Spangled Banner" with 
Foghorn Leghorn at the end, we've been extending our sign off with those audio clips, which I 
think adds a bit of suspense about "when are those guys going to actually sign off'. 

Its fun to do a Radio Free Speech program and there are a lot of elements that are mixed into 
each one, but the secret of the success has been to have ya plan - and having everything 
lined up and ready to go when we sit down to record Try to use the resources of other 
talented people who share in your vision for what the program is trying to say. In our case, 
we've had the help of a number of talented musicians and other lunatics. Whenever they do 
something very strange that won't fly on commerical radio, they send it to us for use on our 
programs. 

When discussing the "how to's" of putting programs or songs together, I always think of the 
story about Jimi Hendrix, when asked the question: "How do you make such remarkable 
music when you're so stoned all the time?" Hendrix replied that he rehearsed everything over 
and over again, until it became second nature. The interviewer was astounded and 
unbelieving. Hendrix said, "Hey man, I may be crazy and stoned, but I ain't stupid". 



Thanks again, Bill; we'll look forward to more from you in the future. Next month, however, 
we'll have Fearless Fred, then in June Woody B. Serious takes over again! Stay tuned...

Fred Danowski's mailbox contained a full data "Led Zeppelin" card (design #13) from Mystery 
Radio signed by The Shadow officially inducting him into the "Shadow's Secret Society" in 
21 days. He also found February 27th to be a GREAT mail day with a Radio Azteca pennant 
and full data "Aztec symbol" card (#366) initialled by Bram Stoker in 37 days, and was also 
pleasntiy surprised to find a full data "Fight for Free Radio" QSL from The Alan Masyga 
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Project along with a real neat letter in one month's time, the sweetest 'Voice of the Virgin 
Pirate" QSL (#25) from VOID Radio in just 26 days, and a QSL and letter from KAOS in 47 



Craig Harkins catches us up on his catches; a full data sheet (#75) from Up Your Radio in 
six weeks, a map of the East Coast (#554) from WREC in six weeks, a black and white card 
(#65) from Caribbean Sound System in ten weeks, a large, full color comic sheet (#12) with 
no station ID from WGLR in one month, a "Bevis & Butthead" sheet (#136) and letter from 
Pirate Radio Boston in eight days, a certificate and letter from Radio KAOS in three weeks, 
two sheets and bumper sticker from Radio Free Speech in two weeks, and a full data "ant 
riding truck" sheet from Anteater Radio in four weeks 

Yolanda Lewis snagged a QSL from WNOT * about 5 years later * "truly a miracle and 
definitely my longest waited-for QSL ever." 

Marc Pawl checks in with two full data sheets (#31 & 33) from WBIG in 21 days, and a full 
color Led Zepplin card and business card from Mystery Radio signed by The Shadow in 26 



Mike Prindle reports a full data unsigned Sailboat card (#16) from Key West Radio for a log 
to ACE7PiPa in 14 months, two full data cards (design #13) from Mystery Radio signed by 
the Shadow in about 2 months for a report to ACE DiaLogs, a full data French form letter 
from ORTQ signed by Jean Gilbert Tardif in 6 weeks, a full data sheet (#1 1 21 ) (design #90) 
from WLIS signed by Charles Poltz in a while for a report to ACE, and a full data card from 
Solid Rock Radio received for a report to WNRR (relay?) In about 6 weeks [they sometimes 
ID as WSRR , it can come out sounding like WNRR. jta]

Once a year I am forced to compose this column on an unusually early basis, because of the mid- 
March Winter SWL Festival in Kulpsville, Pennsylvania. Along with many other ACE members, I 
was in attendance at this gala affair, where we all had a great time. Our normal coverage of 
clandestjnes will return in the next issue. 

INTERNET/SATELLITES REPLACING/SUPPLEMENTING CLANDESTINES 

From time to time we see speculation about the fact that there are somewhat fewer clandestine 
radio stations operating today than we saw five or ten years ago. As Gerry Dexter pointed out in the 
April issue of Popular Communications magazine, European clandestine buff Mathias Kropfs 
annual survey of worldwide clandestine broadcasting activity has found that just since last year, 
"clandestine activity dropped by five percent " Certainly the salad days of Western Hemisphere 
broadcasting in the 1980's, when we had plenty of active clandestines in countries like Nicaragua, 
El Salvador, and Cuba, are long gone. Political settlements of the local rebellions caused the 
clandestine broadcasting downturn. 

One factor that we donl think about much may be the internet. As reported recently by BBCMS via 
Monitoring Times, one example of this trend is Hezbollah's Manar TV. In addition to their broadcast 
services, Hezbollah inaugurated an "international Internet network" two months ago. The service is 
designed to refute "the fallacies Israel has been spreading abroad concerning the occupation of 
south Lebanon " The TV service is supplemented by an e-mail service reached via al- 
manar@dm.net.lb over the internet. Hezbollah claims that "the number of Arabs and foreigners 
subscribing to the (e-mail) network. .. is increasing every day." They claim that Israel is countering 
Hezbollah's internet presence by a computer virus, but anti-virus counter measures are reportedly 

In another example, BBCMS reports that the Iranian Mojahedin-e Khak, (MKO) produces a Vtston 
of Resistance television program that is beamed to Iran and many surrounding areas via 
PanAmSat-4 and AstaSat-2 satellites According to a clandestine radio broadcast from the Voice of 
the Mojahed, this satellite TV program is broadcast daily at 2000 UTC. Have any of our web surfers 
or satellite dish owners noticed any other clandestine programming or sites? 

CUMBRE AND BBCMS CLANDESTINE NEWS 

Given the early column deadline this month because of the Winterfest, we have a somewhat 
abbreviated list of clandestine news from BBCMS this month. But, here's what we have, 
supplemented by some recent clandestine loggings printed in Cumbre DX. By the way, ACE 
member Ufa Fleming of Maryland continues to be responsible for the weekly distribution of 
Cumbre. If you'd like a copy of their FAQ that describes how to submit information to and receive 
the weekly Cumbre newsletter, you can request one via ulis@lx.netcom.com which is Ufc' e-mail 

Votee of the Oppressed. Last month we mentioned that Hezbollah's Voice of the Oppressed 
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medium wave station was destroyed during a February 11 Israeli air raid. BBCMS reports that by 
March 2 they were back with programming on 684 kHz, which obviously is nearly an impossible 
catch from North American DX locations. 

Radio Afghanistan (fake). BBCMS reports that Radio Afghanistan is back on the air with one hour 
broadcasts on 7082 kHz at 1200 and 1800 UTC. This pro-Rabbani anti-Taleban station has been 
heard at least since February 22. Frequencies are variable by about 20 kHz around the announced 
nominal frequency. BBCMS speculates that this one uses transmitters of Radio Voice of Free 
Tajikistan, a Tajik opposition clandestine. 

Two More New Kurdish Stations. BBCMS reports that the Iraqi Kurdistan government is 
operating a shortwave service on 4070 kHz, scheduled at least from 1400-1530 UTC Their ID of 
"Era Radiyo Harim, dangi hukumati harimi Kurdistani Iraqa" translates as "Harim radio station, voice 
of the regional government of Iraqi Kurdistan." BBCMS also notes that they are hearing a station 
with half hour shows at 1630 and 0400 UTC on 3905 and 7695 kHz The ID on this one, "Era 
Ezgay Azadiya, Dengi hizbi Shuyu'i Kurdistani Iraq" translates as "This is Freedom Radio Station, 
the Voice of the Communist Party of Iraqi Kurdistan " BBCMS speculates that this second station 
uses transmitters of the Voice of the Iraqi People (which ID's as "sawt al sha'b al-iraqi), which has 
its own shows for an hour at 1730 UTC on the same 3905 and 7695 kHz frequencies Cumbre DX 
#126 has a tog by Koutamanis, who heard them February 15 on 11713 kHz at 1530 UTC with 
news in Arabic. 

Voice of Kashmir Freedom. BBCMS says that this station, which some ID instead as the Voice of 
Independent Kashmir, uses multiple frequencies for broadcasts in Urdu and Kashmiri The Urdu 
show with an ID of "Sada-i Hurriyat-i Kashmir is heard for an hour at 0230 UTC on 5300, 5750, 
and 6300 kHz The 5300 and 6300 channels also are on at 0830 UTC. Kashmiri shows are 
transmitted at 1530 UTC for two hours on 41 16, 5300, and 6300 UTC. BBCMS says that these 
broadcasts may not be in parallel, since more than one show is often aired at the same time The 
station, presumably using transmitters under the control of Pakistan, uses an address of Post 
Office Box 102, Muzaffarabad, Azad Kashmir via Pakistan. 

Voice of the People of Iraq. In Cumbre DX #127. citing Ivanov and Pankov via Kropf Contact, 
they say that this station is scheduled on Fridays only. It uses 3908 kHz for a one hour broadcast at 
0400 UTC. 

Voice of Southern Azerbaijan. There is substantial interest in this one, which allegedly uses a 
transmitter site in Russia. Cumbre DX #126, citing Yasar in DX Window, says that they are 
scheduted for an hour at 0630 UTC on 1 1935 kHz and at 1630 UTC on 6055 kHz. The address for 
this one isc/oVosa Ltd., Postfach 108, A-1193 Vienna, Austria. 

Voice of Tibet In a special March 8 edition of Cumbre DXthat consisted of logs by Hans Johnson 
and Dave Valko while on a DXpedition in Hawaii (!), among their catches was the Voice of Tibet on 
7400 kHz after 1218 UTC. They noted lhat this station was unjammed. The next time that you are 
in Hawaii, here's a target to check out. 

Voice of Oromo Liberation. Ateo in the Cumbre DX special edition, Hans and Dave listed the 
Voice of Oromo Liberation fading in by 1645 UTC and signing off at 1730 on 9930 kHz. Hans listed 
their sign-off announcement as "Kun segatee bilisumma Oromooti " 

WRMI SCHEDULE 

Jeff White's licensed broadcaster WRMI in Miami often suffers jamming from Cuba, since Jeff 
carries a handful of clandestine and quasi-clandestine programming relays. The main thing that 
causes the Cuban jamming is a relay of Jorge Mas Canosa's Cuban American National 
Foundation's "La Voz de la Fundacion" show. Mas Canosa is still running for President or Dctator 
of Cuba, depending on your point of view. Jeff sends in the current schedule for this one as 
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Monday through Saturday from 1 100-1400 UTC on 9955 kHz. There is a diverse and constantly 
changing collection of other shows on WRMI, including a new relay of Swiss Europirate Radio 
Sparks on the fourth Saturday of every other month (such as April 26 and June 28) for an hour at 
1900 UTC. KJWI from New Zealand gets a half hour on Saturday mornings at 1000 UTC. (Hard 
core DXers might try to see if this is in parallel with KIWI's New Zealand transmitter on 41 meters).

YODER'S NEW BOOKS 

ACE member Andrew Yoder has once again proven that he is the most prolific author of books on 
North American free radio stations. He sends in word of two new ones. Although there are only very 
limited mentions of clandestines in each, they are going to be of interest to most ACE members. 

Andy collaborated with Earl T. Gray on the first new book, Pirate Radio Operations, If s available for 
$19 95 plus $4.50 shipping from Loompanics Unlimited, Post Office Box 1197, Port Townsend, 
Washington 98368. The publisher's blurb says that it contains "a fill and complete explanation of 
pirate radio, how to outfit a pirate radio studio cheap, studio techniques and production, public 
relations, how to build transmitters and antennas, when and how to broadcast, best pirate radio 
frequencies, the FCC and pirate radio, unobtrusiveness, safety issues, and much, much more." 
The promo also says, "Complete with numerous photographs and illustrations that provide workable 
designs and schematics for all pirate radio buffs, Pirate Radio Operations is the finest book ever 
published on this subject" 

I've read the book, and it turns out that a lot of this promo hype is reasonably accurate. The book 
takes a completely fresh approach to pirate radio, going into detail on factors that must be dealt with 
by all pirate station operators. Most of the other pirate books are designed primarily for DX listeners, 
not station operators. So, if you're interested in the transmission side of the hobby, this book is 
worth checking out It has a long section that I describe as "How to Avoid the FCC," but it admits 
that the FCC will certainly be among the readers of the book, so caveaf emptor. 

The other new Yoder book is the 1997 ninth edition of The Pirate Radio Directory. As usual, Andy 
gets some help on this one from your editor George Zeller. The traditional format of station profiles, 
information on pirate radio DXing, QSL'ing, station schedules, and an index to the prior eight 
volumes is maintained in the new edition. Most of us have seen these books before, so if you're a 
collector of the series, it's time to order the annual yearbook of North American pirate broadcasting 
activity. The book costs $12.95 plus $2.00 shipping from Tare Pubications, Post Office Box 493, 
Lake Geneva, Wisconsin 531 47. Tell them that ACE sent you.

Tony Benbenek of New York sends in a reference to the "Michael Braunstein's Homepage" internet 
web site The site is self-described as follows: "Recently I took over as the editor of a journal of 
freedom of speech and freedom of information.

GREETINGS! This is being written during fall Softball season and the church coed team I 
play with/coach is on a winning season! Not to brag or anything, but my batting average is 
.857, with one game to go... So far, we're tied for second with a good chance of staying 

ANTENNAS: I know I have harped on this subject before, but no other is so important to 
low-powered transmitting [ or communications, for that matter]! You could have the best in 
transmitters and audio chain and a killer show, but if all you have is a coat-hanger antenna, 
your precious signal and programming wont make it as far as it could. So here we go with 



Most everyone remembers the old "486 divided by frequency" dipole formula... would y'all like 
something easier? Thought so! Here are several formulas to directly convert antenna 



2808 divided by frequency = inches / element length for 1/4 wave 

5616 """ = " 1/2 wave 

7020 " = — 5/8 wave 

8424 """""" = "•"•"»•" - " 3/4 wave 

11232 = full wave 

{Five-eights wave is where one will just see a gain factor: these measurements are for a 
single element antennas, such as the radiator for omnidirectional types, but can be used for 
other applications.} 

For instance, 2808 divided by 96.5 Mhz equals just a shade over 29 inches; this can be one 
side of the dipole, or a radiator of an omni. For radial length of the omni divide 2880 by the 
frequency for 1/4 wave lengths in inches. Now, isn't that easy? 

Now, a particularly disturbing find: I red in a recent issue of QST where some brands of 
white PVC pipes are "doped" with conductive maerial for one purpose or another! And all this 
time we were under the assumption that white PVC was safe for antenna building! Not to 
despair; however, there IS a way to test a sample before your antenna project is ruined! If 
your local hardware store will provide you with a 6" sample [or you can cut a piece of your 
"private stock"], follow this procedure: 

Fill a cup full of water and place it and the 6" piece of PVC pipe [separately!] into your 
microwave oven. "Cook" for one minute and grab the PVC pipe when the oven shuts off. If 
it's still cool to to touch, "cook" it again for another minute; if it's still cool to the touch, you're 
home free! If it heats up, there;s a conductive material "doped" onto the pipe and it's no good 
for antenna insulation or insulators. By the way, the water is IMPORTANT, in that if the PVC 
pipe doesn't heat, it acts as a "dummy load" so the oven doesn't damage itself.
